

NDP wins seat 
in Antigonish 

vote Premier Darrell Dex¬ 
ter’s NDP have picked up 
another seat in the Nova 
Scotia legislature. 

Maurice Smith easily 
won a provincial byelection 
yesterday in Antigonish, a 
riding previously held by 
the Conservatives and one 
never before won by the 
New Democrats. 

“It’s always thrilling 
when you win a seat that 
you haven’t won before,” 
Dexter said. 

In a second byelection, 
the Conservatives retained 
their seat in Inverness 
when Allan MacMaster won 
the riding recently held by 
former premier Rodney 
MacDonald. 

Smith picked up 3,310 
votes in Antigonish — 450 
more than the second-place 
candidate Darren Thomp¬ 
son of the Conservatives. 
The result was much closer 
in Inverness, where 
MacMaster won by 50 votes 
over Ian McNeil of the Lib¬ 
erals. 

The NDP win increases 
Dexter’s majority to 32 
seats, to 11 for the Liberals 
and nine for the Tories.

But it soon became clear 
Hyde was no longer con¬ 
scious as officers called out 
his name and received no

Court reviews surveillance 
tape of Hyde's final hours 


inquiry Grainy images 
from a silent surveillance 
videotape flickered in a 
hushed Halifax courtroom 
yesterday as a public in¬ 
quiry started a painstaking 
visual review of the actions 
of jail guards and health 
officials during the final 
hours of Howard Hyde’s 
life. 

Hyde, a 45-year-old musi¬ 
cian with a long history of 
mental illness, died on the 
morning of Nov. 22, 2007 
after a brief struggle with 
guards at the Central Nova 
Scotia Correctional Facili¬ 
ty. The first two videos 
played yesterday showed 
Hyde leaving a van in

The fund has long been 
controversial because it 
was tied to illegal fundrais¬ 
ing in the 1970s. But the 
Liberals say they purged 
the fund of dirty money 
back in the early 1990s. 

Justice Minister Ross 
Landry said the Liberals 
will have to find some oth¬ 
er use for the money now. 

“They could choose to 
give it to charity,” Landry 
suggested to the media. 
“That would be the noble 
thing to do.”

The Tories have their 
own separate fund, but 
they still support the cuts. 
Liberal Leader Stephen Mc¬ 
Neil was more critical, say¬ 
ing the NDP are “tiying to 
cripple both opposition 
parties.” 

“This is clearly a political 
move by the New Demo¬ 
cratic Party. I’m really dis¬ 
appointed, quite frankly, 
that the chief electoral offi¬ 
cer’s advice on third-party 
advertising wasn’t part of 
this reform,” McNeil said. 

The issue of third-party 
ads popped up over the 
election campaign when 
union pamphlets were 
sent with endorsements 
for the NDP platform.

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Unions and companies 
will no longer be allowed 
to donate money to polit¬ 
ical parties in Nova Scotia 
under an NDP bill 
announced yesterday. 

Only individuals will be 
allowed to donate up to 
$5,000. The bill will light¬ 
en the poclcetboolcs of all 
three parties but the Liber¬ 
als will be hurt most of all. 

Under the new law par¬ 
ties will not be able to use 
money from “held assets,” 
which some see as a not-so- 
subtle way to cut off the 
Liberal’s $2.3-million seg¬ 
regated asset fund. For 
decades the Liberals have 
leaned on that fund to 
help finance their opera¬ 
tions.

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Teens arrested 
after police 
chase stolen car 

crime Two teenagers were 
arrested yesterday 
afternoon in Halifax after 
they allegedly led cops on 
a high-speed chase and 
then rammed their car in¬ 
to a police cruiser. 

The incident began 
around 11:30 a.m. yester¬ 
day morning, when police 
say they attempted to pull 
a car over along Herring 
Cove Road for a traffic vio¬ 
lation. Instead of stopping, 
police say the driver sped 
up, resulting in a brief 
chase which was called off 
almost immediately when 
speeds reached dangerous 
levels. 

“It turned out the vehi¬ 
cle had just been stolen,” 
said Halifax Regional 
Police spokesman Const. 
Brian Palmeter. 

Using a tip from a 
witness, the police 
cornered the suspects a 
short time later in a small 
lane off Harbourview 
Drive in Halifax’s south 
end. According to Palme¬ 
ter, the driver spotted the 
police cruiser and acceler¬ 
ated toward it, striking the 
vehicle and knocking off 
the driver’s side mirror. 
The lone officer inside the 
cruiser was unhurt. 

“The suspects then tried 
to flee on foot... but we 
were able to track them 
using our canine unit, 
leading to their arrest,” 
said Palmeter. 

Charges are expected to 
be laid against a 16-year- 
old from Halifax and a 17- 
year-old from Harrietsfield 
in connection with the in¬ 
cident.

Well, at least we’re not 
No. 1 any more. 

Nova Scotia now ranks 
No. 2 among provinces in 
highest average tuition 
costs, with an average fee 
of $5,696, according to 
numbers released by Sta¬ 
tistics Canada yesterday. 
Ontario bumped the 
province out of the top 
spot, with an average cost 
of $5,951. 

This is the second con¬ 
secutive year Nova Scotia 
has seen a decrease in tu¬ 
ition, and is the only 
province to see a decline in 
the cost of higher educa¬ 
tion. 

But while tuition fees are 
declining — by 3.1 per cent 
for 2009-10 — Nova Scotia 
is still above the national 
average of $4,917. 

“We’re the only province 
in Canada where tuition 
has actually gone down by 
3.1 per cent. So we’re very 
pleased that the trend is 
supporting the students 
and helping to keep them 
in this province,” Educa¬ 
tion Minister Marilyn More 
told reporters yesterday. 

She added the province 
is hoping to lower tuition 
fees or keep them frozen 
until they reach the na¬ 
tional average. 

But Mark Coffin, execu¬ 
tive director of the Alliance 
of Nova Scotia Student As¬ 
sociations, said while he’s 
glad to see the cost of tu¬ 
ition decreasing, he thinks 
the province can be doing 
more.

Man wanted after 
shooting turns 
himself in to cops 

Dartmouth Halifax 
Regional Police have 
arrested a man following a 
drive-by shooting in Dart¬ 
mouth this summer. 

Julian Frederick 
Chittick, who was being 
sought on a Canada-wide 
warrant from Sept. 17, 
turned himself into police 
yesterday just before 4 
a.m. 

Twenty-four-year-old 
Chittick was to appear in 
Dartmouth Provincial 
Court later in the day to 
face charges of attempted 
murder, dangerous opera¬ 
tion of a motor vehicle 
and a number of weapons- 
related offences. 

Police were called to 
Lalcecrest Drive on June 29 
in relation to shots being 
fired from a vehicle. 

The intended victim, a 
16-year-old Halifax youth 
who was believed to have 
been in the vehicle, 
jumped out before the 
shots were fired. 

No bullets struck the vic¬ 
tim, but police say he was 
injured as he fled for his 
safety.

Nova Scotia Community 
College faculty and 
support staff would get a 
2.9 per cent pay increase 
in the first year, along 
with one per cent increas¬ 
es for the next two years, 
should they accept a ten¬ 
tative three-year contract 
with the school, Metro 
Halifax has learned. 

The tentative agreement 
made with the college late 
Sunday also includes in¬ 
creasing the current salary 
grid by one per cent 
retroactive to Sept. 1, 
2008, basically giving 
them a 3.9 per cent in¬ 
crease in the first year. 
Terms of the deal were 
first reported on Metro’s 
website yesterday. 

The 2.9 per cent increase 
would be for 2008-09 and 
applied to the new salary 
grid, with the one per cent 
increases for 2009-10 and 
2010 - 11 . 

Starting yesterday and 
ending today, NSCC em¬ 
ployees in a legal strike po¬ 
sition will be reading over 
the document. They will 
vote electronically on the 
contract Friday. 

The Nova Scotia Teach¬ 
ers Union, which repre-

For four days this month, a 
new annual 
“unconference” will 
emphasize the importance 
of forward-thinking 
design for Halifax’s urban 
landscape. 

The 4 Days: Sustained by 
Design “unconference,” 
taking place today through 
Saturday at various loca¬ 
tions in Halifax, aims to 
highlight the power of de¬ 
sign to reshape local 
economies, improve public 
services and increase quali¬ 
ty of life in communities. 
According to organizers, 
special emphasis will be 
placed on sustainability 
throughout the discussions 
and presentations. 

“The idea of sustainabili¬ 
ty, although you hear it aca¬ 
demically a lot... it’s really 
about each of us living our 
lives, how we’re interacting 
with each other,” said 
Rachel Derrah, cultural 
projects planner with 
Brealchouse, the Halifax- 
based design firm co-host- 
ing 4 Days. 

“It’s really about people 
understanding how their 


choices are impacting the 
world around them, in posi¬ 
tive ways or negative ways.” 

Peter Wiinsch, creative di¬ 
rector at Brealchouse, said 
the discussions at 4 Days 
will not only be pertinent to 
urban gurus, but to every 
Haligonian. 

“The ‘every person’ is 
hugely impacted by any¬ 
thing on this level, because 
it’s about where and how 
we live,” he said. “It’s about 
everything: Where you

work, how you get to work, 
why you want to stay here, 
why you want to raise a 
family here. To me it’s all 
encompassing.”

ple decide the direction of 
the urban landscape. 

“Having the citizemy in¬ 
volved in these discussions 
is key,” Wiinsch said.

Final Gladstone Ridge 
phase gets council OK

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The last phase of a major 
development in Halifax’s 
north end got a final 
stamp of approval from 
Halifax Regional Council 
last night. 

After a brief joint public 
hearing with the Peninsula 
Community Council, 
HRM’s council voted over¬ 
whelmingly in favour of 
the construction of a 
five-storey mixed 
residential and com¬ 
mercial building and 
two semi-detached 
houses near the cor¬ 
ner of Gladstone and 
Almon streets. 

The structures will Coun. Watts 
become part of the 
Gladstone Ridge develop¬ 
ment project, which has 
been underway in the sur¬ 
rounding neighbourhood 
for three years and already 
includes two 12-storey con¬ 
dominium towers, a six- 
storey apartment building 
and 17 houses. 

The Gladstone Ridge 
project faced some public 
opposition from the start, 
and developer Danny 
Chedrawe of Westwood 



• Developer Danny 
Chedrawe said he hopes to 
break ground by December, 
and that the new buildings 
should be move-in ready by 
the fall of 2010. 

Developments Ltd. said he 
was surprised at how 
quickly city council ap¬ 
proved the final phase. 

“I was very taken aback 
by the response,” he 
said. “People only 
come out when 
they have a beef or 
an issue, but when 
people are content 
they tend to stay 
away. So no (mem¬ 
bers of the public) 
showing up tonight 


is maybe a sign that peo¬ 
ple are happy.” 

Coun. Jennifer Watts of 
Connaught-Quinpool 
called the expansion “a 
good thing,” and said she 
was satisfied with the re¬ 
sults of the project so far. 

“There are some very in¬ 
teresting things happening 
in that area of our commu¬ 
nity, so it will be good to 
have even more people liv¬ 
ing there,” said Watts.

FINANCES New Glasgow's audi¬ 
tor told council Monday that 
the town ended the 2008-09 fis¬ 
cal year with a fund balance de¬ 
crease of $295,400.

A notice of appeal has 
been filed in the recent de¬ 
cision to acquit Teriy Dean 
Allen of manslaughter 
charges. 

Allen was acquitted in 
mid-September in the 
March 2005 death of tod¬ 
dler Samantha Marie Mer¬ 


cer, who died of massive 
brain injuries sustained in 
her home. 

Judge Alan Tufts said in 
his decision that the 
Crown had failed to prove 
beyond a reasonable doubt 
that Allen was guilty of the 
manslaughter charge. 


Chris Hansen of the No¬ 
va Scotia Prosecution Serv¬ 
ice said the notice to ap¬ 
peal was based on three 
grounds: 

• That the provincial 
court judge erred in law by 
making findings of fact 
and drawing inferences of 


fact based on speculation 
in the absence of any sup¬ 
porting evidence. 

• That the provincial 
court judge erred in law by 
basing a finding of reason¬ 
able doubt on speculation 
and conjecture unsupport¬ 
ed by evidence.

Ottawa targeting 
white-collar crime 

Bill has hucksters facing at least 2 years in jail 


White-collar criminals 
who bilk their victims of 
more than $1 million will 
face at least two years in 
jail, under new legislation 
the federal government 
plans to introduce this 
week. 

Justice Minister Rob 
Nicholson, flanked by rep¬ 
resentatives of victims 
groups, announced yester¬ 
day he’ll table a bill to im¬ 
pose stiffer sentences on 
white-collar criminals, bar 
them for life from han¬ 
dling people’s money and 
possibly force them to pay 
their victims back. 

He also indicated Public 
Safety Minister Peter Van 
Loan is preparing meas¬ 
ures to ensure white-collar 


criminals can’t win parole 
after serving just one-sixth 
of their sentences. 

“We are committed to 
cracking down on white- 
collar crime and increasing 
justice for victims by pro¬ 
viding tougher sentences 
for the criminals responsi¬ 
ble,” Nicholson said. 

Fraud “can be every bit 
as devastating as a physical 
assault.” 

The minister has sought 
the spotlight on these 
measures, announcing his 
intentions for the bill sev¬ 
eral times recently, in in¬ 
terviews and news confer¬ 
ences. 

But legal experts and vic¬ 
tims alike immediately 
wondered whether the 


new legislation would be 
any more effective than 
the current regime. 

The list includes paying 
attention to the financial 
and psychological impact 
of the fraud, whether the 
offender broke licensing 
rules and standards and 
the complexity of the 
scheme.

Lucy fight escalates 

Activist groups threaten to hit city with lawsuit 



Animal rights groups are 
threatening a lawsuit 
unless the City of Edmon¬ 
ton agrees by next month 
to move Lucy the elephant 
from the Valley Zoo to a 
sanctuary in the United 
States. 

Zoocheclc Canada and 
People for the Ethical 
Treatment of Animals have 
written a letter outlining 
their demands to Mayor 
Stephen Mandel and city 
councillors.

Vancouver Coast Mountain 
Bus has launched an inves¬ 
tigation into a video posted 
on YouTube yesterday that 
appears to show a Surrey 
bus driver doing a Sudoku 
puzzle while driving along 
the Fraser Highway. 

Gordon McDonald told 
Metro Vancouver that he 
used his cellphone to 
record the driver on Mon¬ 
day evening aboard the 
Willowbrook bus that goes 
to Langley from King 
George Station. 

“I was only on the bus for 
10 blocks or so, and he was 
playing it pretty much from 
the time we got on the Fras¬ 
er Highway to 152nd 
Street,” said McDonald. “It 
was just totally inappropri¬ 
ate for him to be doing 
that.” 



McDonald claimed he 
was on the same bus the 
previous Monday, and the 
same driver was reading a 
magazine while negotiat¬ 
ing through “start-and-stop 
traffic” on a rain-soalced 
road. 

“It just really irritated 
me. If my grandson had 
been on that bus, I would 
have been having a shout¬ 
ing match with that bus 
driver,” said McDonald. 

“This guy just seems to 
be oblivious to the fact that 


he’s responsible for 20 peo¬ 
ple on the bus and every¬ 
one else on the road.” 

Derek Zabel, spokesper¬ 
son for Coast Mountain Bus 
Company, said that since 
receiving a link to the video 
from Metro officials have 
launched an investigation. 

He said there are no ex¬ 
plicit policies in place out¬ 
lining what drivers can and 
can’t do behind the wheel, 
but that operators are 
trained to follow the law 
and should be using com¬ 
mon sense. 

“Our operator training is 
a six-week program and it’s 
all geared toward driving 
safely,” said Zabel. “Coast 
Mountain trains our drivers 
... to use observation skills 
in which they’d check their 
mirrors every six to eight 
seconds and to constantly 
scan. If you’re doing a Su¬ 
doku puzzle, you can’t be 
doing that.”

NHL bias claim draws a backlash 


If there’s a bias against 
drafting hockey players 
from a certain part of the 
world, it’s the Russians 
who suffer, not Quebecers, 
says the NHL’s top scout. 

Or maybe it’s players 
from Ontario who suffer 
the most, says the Interna¬ 


tional Ice Hockey Federa¬ 
tion, which included in part 
of its stats-based argument 
— tongue-in-cheek — that 
some Maple Leafs players 
are having a much better 
year than Alex Ovechkin. 

It’s all part of a backlash 
to the publication of a book 


by former NHLer Bob Sirois 
that alleges the NHL is prej¬ 
udiced against French Cana¬ 
dians. 

“There’s nothing going 
on in Central Scouting that 
would preclude a French 
Canadian from making our 
list, or making our list more 


prominently,” said E.J. 
McGuire. 

McGuire said if any play¬ 
ers are drafted later than 
they ought to be, it’s the 
Russians, simply because 
NHL general managers are 
concerned they will stay 
home to play in the Konti- 


nental Hockey League. 

The IIHF produced num¬ 
bers of its own, showing the 
percentage of Quebec-born 
players in the NHL is almost 
identical to the overall 
number of participants in 
the province, while Ontari¬ 
ans are under-represented. 


The IIHF also points out 
how easily numbers can be 
manipulated, arguing 
Washington Capitals star 
Ovechkin’s 14.8 per cent 
shooting percentage ranks 
him 100th in the NHL, and 
behind three Leafs.

All the testers on this pro¬

(standard on GT) and main¬ 
tenance info. It’s a hand¬ 
some and airy cabin with ex¬ 
cellent forward vision, and 
is a couple of steps up in 
quality from its Japanese ri¬ 
vals. 

The DOHC 2.5L four that 
generates 161 hp and 161 
lb.-ft. of torque at 3500 
r.p.m. may be new to the 
CX-7, but it also does duty 
in the Mazda6, Mazda3 
and Ford Escape. 


On the highway, the GX 
settles into a relaxed and 
stable cruise, showing 
2400 r.p.m. at 120 km/h. It 
was remarkably free of 
wind and road noise. 

Over the twisty portions 
of our test route, this en¬ 
try-level CX-7 showed the 
typical attributes of a Maz¬ 
da: excellent steering feel, 
good body control and a 
general dynamic cohesive¬ 
ness that suggests the de¬ 


velopment engineers do 
enjoy driving.

“We’re in businesses,” 
she says of journalism. 
“When you have business¬ 
es, you have customers and 
you have to sell products in 
order to survive. It can’t be 
viewed as simply the work 
of good deeds.” 

In other words, a free 
press is great, so long as 
someone is buying it. 

A key part of her thriving 
media career is the Bonnie 
Fuller brand, as expressed 
in her company, Bonnie 
Fuller Media (Bon- 
niefiiller.com).

“It was my job to become 
an expert on my audience,” 


she says. “To do a good job 
at Glamour, Cosmo, Marie- 
Clare, you really have to 
think hard about your audi¬ 
ence, getting to know them 
and understanding them.” 

She’s “very excited” 
about what she thinks will 
be a boom time for new 
journalism after the reces¬ 
sion. 

“If you’re a student today 
looking at a journalism ca¬ 
reer ... you can’t think 
about only going into tradi¬ 
tional magazines and news¬ 
papers. You do have to 
think about the opportuni¬ 
ties of the digital world,” 
she says. “I think tradition¬ 
al schools need to think 
about the new format. I’m 
not even sure that a lot of 
the schools adapted to the 
changes that were in print 


journalism. I don’t know 
how much they ever taught 
about celebrity journal¬ 
ism.” 

Fuller’s “celebrity lens” 
style of journalism explores 
the world via Michael Jack- 
son, the Balloon Boy and 
Jon and Kate. “The great 
thing about ... celebrities 
today is that they come in 
all different ages, shapes, 
sizes, backgrounds and eth¬ 
nic groups. There’s always 
somebody that you can re¬ 
late to.” 

And whatever you’re 
dealing with, chances are a 
celebrity is going through 
the same thing. “If you’re 
trying to decide if you’re go¬ 
ing to have a baby, well, 
there’s a female celebrity 
talking about whether it’s 
time for her to have a baby. 
If your marriage is in trou¬ 
ble and you’re wondering if 
you can go through di¬ 
vorce, you can look at Jon 
and Kate.” 

Gossip is in our genes, 
she says. (Google her Big- 
think.com interview for 
her take on the cavewoman 
roots of celebrity journal¬ 
ism.) 

“Everyone used to talk 
about the weather. It was 
the one, standard conversa¬ 
tion,” Fuller adds. “Now, 
when you sit down by a 
stranger at a party, you can 
start a conversation on infi¬ 
delity, sexual harassment 
and office romances just by 
mentioning David Letter- 
man. Celebrities are better 
than the weather,” Fuller 
notes.

The founder of celebrity 
news site TMZ.com is 
promising a fight after he 
says the Los Angeles 
County sheriff’s 
department illegally 
obtained his phone 
records in its investigation 
into who leaked a report 
on actor Mel Gibson’s 
2006 drunken driving 
arrest, including details 
on the actor’s anti-Semitic 
tirade. 

Harvey Levin’s com¬ 
ments came during a 
speech Monday night at 
UCLA at an event hosted by 
the Radio and Television 
News Association of South¬ 
ern California. He said he 
considers the department’s 
actions an assault on the 
First Amendment. 

“It breaks federal law. It 
breaks state law,” Levin 
said. “It’s outrageous. 
We’ve met with lawyers 
and are charting our course 
of action. This is not going 
to go away.” 

An after-hours call to a 


sheriff’s department 
spokesman was not an¬ 
swered. 

Gibson was arrested for 
misdemeanour drunken 
driving on July 28, 2006, on 
Pacific Coast Highway in 
Malibu. His anti-Semitic 
slurs, detailed in a report 
leaked to TMZ.com, pro¬ 
voked outrage, and the 
Braveheart actor and direc¬ 
tor later apologized. 

The officer who arrested 
Gibson, Deputy James Mee, 
became the target of a 
criminal investigation into 
whether he leaked the ar¬ 
rest report. 

Records obtained during 
that investigation showed 
several calls between Levin 


and Mee’s home. But au¬ 
thorities determined it was 
impossible to say who 
made the calls on Mee’s 
end of the line. 

Prosecutors eventually 
declined to charge Mee, cit¬ 
ing a lack of proof that he 
leaked details about the 
case. 

Gibson pleaded no con¬ 
test in August 2006 and was 
given three years’ proba¬ 
tion, fined $1,400 and or¬ 
dered to attend Alcoholics 
Anonymous meetings. Ear¬ 
lier this month, a judge 
agreed to expunge his 
drunken driving conviction 
after he successfully com¬ 
pleted the terms of his pro¬ 
bation.

2 tbsp (25 ml) lemon juice 

3 cups (750 ml) coarsely 
crushed saltines (about 66 
crackers) 

2 tsp (10 ml) finely 
chopped onion 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) salt 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) pepper 
2 cans (14-3/4 OZ./418 g 
each) salmon, drained, 
bones and skin removed 

DILL SAUCE: 

2 tbsp (25 ml) all-purpose 
flour 

1 tsp (5 1) snipped fresh 
dill or 1/2 tsp (2 ml) dill 
weed 

1/4 tsp (1 ml) salt 
Dash pepper 
Dash nutmeg 
1 - 1/2 cups milk 

METHOD: 

1. In large bowl, beat eggs, 


milk, lemon juice, 
saltines, onion, salt and 
pepper. Add salmon and 
mix well. Shape into 
twelve 3-in. (7.5 cm) 
patties. Place in greased 
15-in. x 10-in. x 1-in. (38 
cm x 25.5 cm x 2.5 cm) 
baking pan. Bake at 350 F 
(180 C) 30-35 minutes or 
until lightly browned. 

2 . Meanwhile, melt butter 
in pot. Stir in flour, dill, 
salt, pepper and nutmeg 
until smooth. Gradually 
add milk. Bring to boil; 
cook and stir 2 minutes or 
until thickened. Serve 
with patties.
